WASHINGTON, June 4.— Stock 
market ‘“‘gambling’’ and the Federal 
Reserve Board’s endeavors to check 
the enormous speculation of the past 
year or two were the subject of a 
Senate debate today, which is be- 
lieved to be the forerunner of many 
stormy discussions. Although the 
Senate had proposed to take up the 
national origins question as affecting 
immigration quotas, that matter was 
thrust aside for the debate on the 
credit situation. 

Senators Couzens of Michigan and 
Glass of Virginia were the central 
figures in the day's discussion. Mr. 
Couzens attacked the Federal Re- 
serv: Board for what he called 
‘“dumbness” in not coping suffi- 
ciently with diversion of large funds 
to brokers’ loans. Mr. Glass an- 
nounced his Intention to introduce an 
amendment to the tariff bill to im- 
pose a tax of 5 per cent on transfers 
of stock held for less than sixty days. 

Senator Glass in the course of the 
debate said that by ‘‘only a narrow 
margin’ did the Federal Reserve 
Board decline to approve the requést 
of the New York Federal Reserve 


Bank for an increase in the redis-| 


count rate. 
A demand for an exhaustive inves- 
tigation of the Federal Reserve 


Board came when Senator King of 
Utah called attention to the resolu- 
tion he recently introduced to that 
end. Senator Edge of the Banking 
and Currency Committee assured 
Senator King that the committee 
would consider the resolution fully, 
but Mr. King insisted that a subcom- 
gnittee should begin an investigation 
at the present session.

ROME, June 4.—Only a few months 
j}after enraged Etna spread destruc- 
| tion and ruin through fertile Sicilian 
valleys, Vesuvius, which awakened 
from its slumbers yesterday, sent 
streams of incandescent lava—fiery 
messengers of death—coursing down 
its steep slopes toward the smiling 

villages nestling at its feet today. 
Already the first houses have been 
destroyed and the first fruitful or- 
chards invaded, “while thousands 
| hasten for safety—for their homes, 
their earthly possessions, seem 


doomed. 

The scene of terror and despair 
which made Etna’s last eruption 
| hideous is being faced again near 
| Naples. 
to flee from their homes, while the 
liquid lava devours their fields anu 
orchards, houses are being devoured

John Q. Stewart, Associate Profes- 
sor of Astronomical Physics, made 
ithe announcement of the moon 
movies today. A view of one film 
ltaken through the large telescope 
| here disclosed an unusual version of 
that ancient favorite ‘‘shot’’ 
“Came the Dawn.” 

The giant lunar crater Copernicus 
looms in the centre of the visible 
area with its walls rising two miles 
above the nearly level floor, forming 
an almost perfect crater circle fifty- 
six miles in diameter. The sunrise 
line moves slowly across the moon at 
the nine-mile rate, which contrasts 
with the terrestrial rate of more 
than 1,000 miles an hour. Fascinat- 
ing changes are recorded from the 
time when only a few summits re- 
flect the light until the sun at its 
|\peak penetrates the valleys and 
crevasses and abruptly banishes 
darkness The slow passage of the 
sunrise line is all the more striking 
as there is no foreglow of twilight

WASHINGTON, June 4.—The 
success of the reparations experts 
at Paris was termed by President 
Hoover in a message tonight to 
Owen D. Young and his American 
associates ‘‘a most important step 
toward the restoration of interna- 
tional confidence and of national 
stability.”’

In that position he kept the 
conference from collapsing when it 
seemed on the verge of failure in 
mid-April by offering a compromise 
which served as the basis for the 
present settlement. 


POLITICAL PARLEY FORECAST. 


Berlin Considers Next Steps to Rat- 
ify Debt Experts’ Report. 


BERLIN, June 4 (4).—With the ex- 
perts in Paris having reached an 
agreement, German officialdom is 
now focusing its attention upon the 
steps necessary to give effect to the 
recommendations of the reparations 
committee. 

It is generally believed that a po- 
litical conference, presumably head- 
ed by the Foreign Ministers of the 
countries concerned, will be called in 
July both to sanction the experts’ re- 
port and to iron out many of the de- 
tails which could not be handled by 
the delegates to the present con- 
ference. 

There are many 
waiting consideration, including the 
technical execution of the recom- 
mendations and the evacuation of 
the Rhineland.

Following this expected political 
conference, each government will 
have to obtain ratification by Parlia- 
ment. So far as Germany is con- 
cerned, no difficulty is expected, as 
the coalition parties command a safe 
majority. It is pointed out that a 
simple majority will suffice to give 
effect to the experts, recommenda- 
tions, as they involve no constitu- 
tional changes. 

According to present indications, 
the Nationalists will denounce the 
agreement, but the government par- 
ties will limit themselves to a joint 
declaration endorsing acceptance of 
the experts’ recommendations. 

Apparently there'i# no desire to 
break in on the Summer holidays, 
but rather to leave ratification to 
September, when the Reichstag re- 
convenes. If necessary, the Reichs- 
tag, before adjournment at the end 
of June, could empower the Foreign 
Affairs Committee to act on its 
behalf.

Lieutenant Apollo Soucek, U. S. 
N. engine expert who broke the 
world altitude record for land 
planes on May 8 with a flight to 
90,140 feet, yesterday pushed his 
Wasp-powered Wright Apache 
plane, equipped with pontoons, to 
an indicated height of 38,500 feet 
above the Naval Air Station at 
Washington, D. C., in an attempt 
to break the world altitude record 
for seaplanes. 

Twice, in a twenty-minute fight 
at the top of his climb, Lieutenant 
Soucek zoomed his plane and the 
needle of his altimeter crept up to 
$9,500 feet, held there for many 
geconds and then fell back again. 
Only the calibration of the baro- 
graphs by Bureau of Standards 
representatives will reveal whether 
the flier’s last desperate thrusts 
upward were sufficient to break 
the seaplane altitude record of 
37,995 feet made by Lieutenant 
Cc. C. Champion, another naval 
flier, on July 4, 1927.

| Navy service plane for twenty min- 
jutes hung at 38,500 feet as we soared 
at the cloud levels high above the 
naval air station. 

For twenty minutes we foucht to 
climb higher, while the plane pitched 
upward at a 30-degree angle, seemed 
to squash forward in horizontal 
flight, unable to climb in the rarefied 
air 

Then, with the engine and super- 
charger wice open, I dove for speed 
and sent the plane in a gentle up- 
ward climb. The altimeter needle 
moved slowly upward again to 38,- 
500 feet—then crept around to 39,000 
and on to 39,500 feet. It hung there 
for seconds, perhaps a minute, and 
then fell off as if the plane was un- 
able to hang in the rarefied air. 


I tried it again, with the same re- 
sult.

It would be after the enunciation of 
such a policy that he would approach 
the issue of cruiser tonnage and 
guns. 

There is every reason for believing 
that Mr. MacDonald is thinking 
along these lines. But with regard 
to the issue involving such radical 
changes in British policy—for Mr 
MacDonald believes that asan island 
power England should diametrically 
alter her sea policy—it must be borne 
in mind that Mr. MacDonajd has no 
clear majority in the House of Com- 
mons. While he could count on Lib- 
eral aid and not fear Tory opposition 
on general principles of rapproche- 
ment with America, it should not be 
forgotten that he must satisfy mem- 
bers of the other parties regarding 
his means of carrying out his prin- 
ciples.

While sci- 
entists ask you to believe many 
things, the Church will accept at any 
time a demonstrated scientific fact.

Latin-Americans generally, and in 
particular Aguero Y. Bethancourt, 
the Cuban member of the Council, 
got wind of a movement last year 
to cut down the Latin-American 
membership on the Council from 
three to two. The idea behind the 
move was that with Argentina in ef- 
fect out of the League three seats 
were too many for Latin-America 
and that the third should be 
allocated to Europe 

At the Lugano session of the Coun- 
cil last December the Latin-American 
members talked this matter over 
with Aristide Briand, French Foreign 
Minister. then president of the Coun- 
cil. They opposed the move vigor- 
ously.

Little Chance for Canadian Plan. 


LONDON, June 4 (Canadian Press) 
— Canada’s proposals to 
light into minority grievances will 
come again before the League Coun- 
cil in Madrid. Since the proposals 
were submitted by Senator Raoul 
Dandurand at the March meeting of 
the council, the special committee of 
study set up has met, considered not 
only the Canadian proposals but also 
those of Dr. Gustav Stresemann, 
German Minister of Foreign Affairs 
and formulated its report.

Under 
the present procedure the minority 
petitions gO to a committee of three 
for consideration and it is objected 
that the petitioner is not kept in- 
formed as to what has happened 
The committee has been termed by 
critics the ‘‘tomb of three.’’ 

Senator Dandurand proposed that 
for the ‘‘tomb of three’’ should be 
substituted a q@ommittee of the whole 
Council of fourteen. He made other 
proposals in regard to publicity, but 
his suggestions, from the day they 
were first made public, have met 
with objections, though minorities 
have welcomed them. 

In view of these objections the im 
pression prevails that the Dandurand 
proposals, in their original form at 
any rate, have slight chance of ac- 
ceptance. At the same time it is 
pretty well taken for granted that 
some changes in procedure will be 
made.

Little Chance for Canadian Plan. 


LONDON, June 4 (Canadian Press) 
— Canada’s proposals to let more 
light into minority grievances will 
come again before the League Coun- 
cil in Madrid. Since the proposals 
were submitted by Senator Raoul 
Dandurand at the March meeting of 
the council, the special committee of 
study set up has met, considered not 
only the Canadian proposals but also 
those of Dr. Gustav Stresemann, 
German Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
and formulated its report. 

The report will not be made public 
until it is formally submitted to the 
council, but, according to common 
rumor, the report does not make any 
drastic recommendations in regard 
to procedure. 

It was with procedure in the hand- 
ling of minority petitions that the 
Dandurand owroposals dealt. Under 
the present procedure the minority 
fetitions go to a committee of three 
or consideration and it is objected 
that the petitioner is not kept in- 
formed as to what has happened. 
The committee has been termed by 
critics the ‘‘tomb of three.” 

Senator Dandurand proposed that 
for the ‘‘tomb of three’’ should be 
substituted a qommittee of the whole 
Council of fourteen. He made other 
proposals in regard to publicity, but 
his suggestions, from the day they 
were first made public, have met 
with objections, though minorities 
have welcomed them. 

In view of these objections the im 
pression prevails that the Dandurand 
proposals, in their original form at 
any rate, have slight chance of ac- 
At the same time it is 
pretty well taken for granted that 
some changes in procedure will be 
made.

SAY MEXICO WILL END BANDS 
| Reports Assert She Will Abolish 
Those in the Army. 
| Special Cable to Tar New Yorx Trves 

MEXICO CITY, June 4.—Mexico’s 
military bands, many of which are 
internationally famous, are to be 
abolished, according to reports. This 
action, it is explained, is motivated 
by a desire for economy in the oper- 
ation of the army. It is believed here 
that Mexico City’s famous police 
band, which has made several tours 
in the United States, will be in- 
cluded in the order and reports that 
it will soon be issued have discon- 
certed music lovers here 

Public opinion is much against the 
move and it is pointed out that the 
abolition of the bands would deprive 
the Mexican public of one of their 
chief delights—band concerts in the 
parks and troops marching to mar- 
tial music.

Goroztieta, leader of the ‘‘religious 
rebels’’ in the State of Jalisco, was

eral general's death marks the end 
of the long drawn out campaign 
against th‘e guerrilla bands that have 
been active in Jalisco since the 
church restrictions went into effect 
| three years ago.

| Amaro, the Minister of War, Gen- 
eral Saturnino Cedillo, whose troops 
slew Goroztieta, is sending the body 
to Mexico City to hand over to rela- 
tives. According to press dispatches, 
General Cedillo suggested that course

Goroztieta had been killed near San 
Julian where General Cedillo had re- 
ported yesterday that nine columns 
of his soldiers had enveloped the in- 
surgents and inflicted a severe de- 
feat upon them. 

General Goroztieta’s body, before 
being sent to Mexico City, was taken 
to Atotonilco and placed on public 
exhibition. It was said he had 
gathered his men about him at the 
Hacienda Ibarra more than a week 
ago and advised them to disperse, 
in view of probable settlement soon 
of the Church-State difficulties 

Yesterday he went to hear mass 
and then rejoined his troops at 
Hacienda Valle, near San Julian. 
Troops of the Thirteenth Battalion, 
commanded by General Pablo Rodri- 
quez, overtook them there and after 
surrounding them opened fire, kill- 
ing many, among them Goroztieta, 
and capturing sixteen of his officers. 


Trained Under Porfirio Diaz. 


General Goroztieta was one of the 
last Mexican Army officers of the 
old school bred in the administration 
of Portfirio Diaz and largely pass- 
ing from power with the downfall 
of Victoriano Huerta, during the ad- 
ministration of Woodrow Wilson as 
President of the United States. He 
was a graduate of the Chapultepec 
Military Academy, and served as a 
in General Victoriano 
Huerta's staff, remaining true to his 
cause until Huerta’s death at El Paso 
ended hopes of return to Mexican 
power. 

Goroztieta finally returned to Mex- 
ico and aligned himself with the 
religious rebels, and during the re- 
cent Escobar-Aguirre rebellion was 
understood here to have been made 
their supreme leader 


He was considered one of the 
ablest tacticians and artillerry ex- 
perts in Mexico and in some quar- 
ters it was said it was the fact of 


his leadership which finally decided 
the then Minister of War, General 
Calles, to send General Cedillo into 
Jalisco with a large army to ‘‘ex- 
terminate’ the insurgents. 

General Goroztieta was a foe of 
“‘gringos’’ or Americans. He : 
chief of staff to General Rubio 
Navarrete when President Victoriano 
Huerta sent that officer with a force 
to oppose American troops which had 
been landed at Vera Cruz in 1914

attack against the city they were 
halted by governmental order.

diately the $500.090.000 appropriation 
préposed by the measure for atabil 
ization of the agriculture industry 

The farm bill, which is expected 
to be enacted into law within a week 
or ten days, merely authorizes $500 
000,000 appropriation It has been 
thought that the department would 
suggest an immediate appropriation 
of only $100,000.000 or 8$200.000.000 
but some leaders now favor the full 
amount 

These leaders take the view that 
the wheat situation demands imme 
diate attention and that, if the Farm 
Board is to buy up the surplus wheat 
crop, about $175,.000,000 would be 
needed for this alone.

Beman G Dawes, brother of 
Charles G. Dawes, was described in 
the Supreme Court yesterday as 
“ehief conspirator”’ in a suit involv- 
ing the sale of the stock of the Pure} 
Oil Company by a syndicate managed 
py W. A. Read & Co., predecessor 
af Dillon, Read & Co., in which the 
former Vice President and present 
Ambassador to Great Britain had a 
fifth interest in the payment of 
$1,250,000. 

The suit, on trial before Justice 
William Harman Black and a jury, 
was brought by the executors under 
the will of Edward H. Jennings, 
Pittsburgh oil operator and banker, 
who died in 1923, against Clarence 
Dillon and the other members of 
Ww. A. Read & Co. at the time of the 
transactions in 1917. The Jennings 
estate sues to recover $420,989, of 
which $375,000 was paid to settle a 
suit brought against Mr. Jennings by 
Emmet Queen to recover commis- 
ions on the sale of the Pure Oil 
tock because of having introduced 
Ir. Jennings to the members of 
W. A. Read & Co 
The complaint alleges that in 
March, 1916, Mr. Jennings, who con- 
trolled a large amount of the Pure 
Oil Company stock, made an agree- 
ment at Pittsburgh with Mr. Queen 
by which the latter was to find a, 
purchaser for about 900,000 shares 
at a price satisfactory to Mr. Jen- 
nings, for which he was to-get a 
commission. He introduced Mr. Jen- 
nings to members of the Read firm 
in April of that year and negotia-| 
tions were begun. The complaint as- 
serts that the Read partners knew 
that if the contract was consum- 
mated Mr. Jennings would be obli- 
gated to pay $1 a share to Mr. Queen 
for his services 


B. G. Dawes Examined Properties. 


The Jennings executors allege fur- 

ther that the members of W.A. Read 
& Co. engaged B. G. Dawes, presi- 
dent of the Ohio Cities Gas Com- 
pany, to examine the properties of 
the Pure Oil Company, and, after he 
had done so, the Read firm, on 
Apri] 19, 1917, offered Mr. Jennings 
1 a share for all the stock. Mr. 
fennings rejected the offer. 

The plaintiffs say that later the de- 
‘endants represented to Mr. Jen- 
nings, ‘‘and procured Dawes to rep- 
resent,’’ that he was acting in behalf 
of the Ohio Cities Gas Company 
“and that the defendants were no 
longer interested in purchasing the 
stock and Dawes, so purporting to 
act on behalf of the Ohio City Gas 
Company, but really acting in behalf 
of the defendants, made an offer to 
ay 85 per cent or more for 





24.50 a share.’’ 

The plaintiffs say that in reliance 
on the representations of the Read 
partners that they were no longer 
interested, and that the Ohio Cities 
Gas Company was the only prospec- 
tive purchaser, and believing that he 
would not be obligated in the event 
of such a sale to pay any commis- 
sion to Mr. Queen. Mr. Jennings ac- 








cepted the offer and with the other 
stockholders Joined in the sale of the 
Stock. It is alleged that the stock at

Jennings, having learned for the 
first time that the statements of the 
Read firm and B. G. Dawes that 
the sale was not being made to that 
firm were ‘‘false and untrue.”’ then 
settled the Queen suit for $375,000 
and had to pay out $45,989 additional 
in defending the suit.

The answer denies that B. G 
Dawes acted in behalf of the de- 


fendant and also denies that W. A.|

Syndicate Agreement Shown. 


When the case opened Henry W 
Taft, counsel for the defendants 
moved to dismiss the complaint on 
the pleadings, but George Gordon 
Battle, for the Jennings estate, con- 
tended that the facts as developed 
would show a cause of action and 
Justice Black denied the motion 

Mr. Battle put in evidence yester- 
day the syndicate agreement showing 
that W. A. Read & Co. were to man- 
age the financing of the purchase of 
the Pure Oil stock, and were to re- 
ceive $1,250,000 from the Ohio Cities 
Gas Company. The parties to the 
syndicate other than Charles G 
Dawes were W. A. Read & Co., hold- 
ing a 20 per cent interest; James N 
Wallace, chairman of the board of 
the Central Union Trust Company, 
20 per cent: William Boyce Thomp- 
son, 30 per cent, and Albert H. Wiz- 
gin, 10 per cent. This syndicate 
agreement was disclosed when Clar- 
ence illon was examined before 
trial by Mr. Battle, and is the chief 
evidence in support of the claim that 
the Read firm was actually interest- 
ed in the purchase of the stock. It 
is understood that the syndicate ac- 
tually received about $500,000 in the 
transaction. 

A letter of B. G. Dawes put in evi- 
dence stated that he was asked orig- 
inally to investigate the Pure Oil 
properties by his brother, Charles G 
Dawes, in behalf of Mr. Dillon's 
firm. The trial will continue today.

Links Social and Medical Work. 


Miss Frances Taussig, executive di- 
rector of the Jewish Social Service 
Association of New York, in an ad- 
dress on the relation between the so- 


cial workers and the medical eare 
agencies, declared that a test had 
shown that 90 per cent of a large 
group of individuals receiving relief 
and service because of economic dif- 
ficulties also were found to have 
some correctable physical defect or 
some health condition requiring at- 
tention. iMss taussig reported that 
in the 4,000 families who are known 
to her organization in an average 
year, acute illness presented a prob- 
em in about 22 per cent of the cases, 
tuberculosis in 10 per cent, heart dis- 
eases in 13 pry cent and other chronic 
diseases in ee cent. Miss Taussig 
declared that physicians should rec- 
ognize the community of interest be- 
tween social work and the hospital 
and develop the clients’ intelligence 
concerning medical problems. 


Function of Volunteers. 


Mrs. Abraham N. Davis, president 
of the Council of Jewish Women of 
Brooklyn, spoke on the function of 
the volunteer in family welfare work. 
She said the burden of making the 
volunteer valuable rests on the pro- 
fessional worker and that it is a fun- 
damental principle of community or- 
ganization that social work cannot 
rise above the level of its volunteers.

Cravath in Radio Talk Under 
Auspices of Women’s League 
Traces World Court Moves. 


BARRIERS ONLY ‘APPARENT’ 








Jurist Is Praised for ‘Practical 


Procedure” That Required Neither 
Side to Yield Stand. 


ED 


How Elihu Root, “by the applica- 
tion of ordinary common sense,’* has 
smoothed the way for United States 
entrance into the World Court was 
told last night by Paul D. Cravath, 
speaking for twelve minutes over 
WEAF, New York, under the spon- 
sorship of the National League of 
Women Voters and the National 
Broadeasting Company. 

It was a formula of Mr. Root, sub- 
mitted at the conference of jurists in 
Geneva in March which, Mr. Cravath 
said, has apparently overcome the 
troublesome clauses of the fifth Sen- 
ate reservation, the barrier hitherto 
to United States adherence to the 
court. 

‘‘He correctly assumed that the dif- 
ferences between the United States 
and the signatory powers in respéct 


of the fifth Senate reseyvation were | 


apparent rather than real,” Mr. 
Cravath said. ‘“‘He then proposed a 
practical procedure which safeguard- 
ed the interests of both sides with- 
out requiring either to surrender its 
position.”’ 

Gives History of Dispute. 


Mr. Root’s’ intervention was 
brought about by the reservations 
raised by the United States Senate 
in 1926, when this nation was asked 
to join the court. One reservation in 
particular, the fifth, Mr. Cravath 
explained, the other nations opposed. 
That reservation proposed full pub- 
licity for all advisory opinions 
(which, Mr. Cravath said, was ‘‘un- 
objectionable,’’) and added that the 
court ‘‘shal not, without the consent 
of the United States, entertain any 
request for an advisory 
touching any dispute or question in 
which the United States has or 
claims an interest.’’ 

In view of the difficulty of defining 
the term ‘‘interest’’ and for other 
reasons the jurists’ conference was 
called last Spring in Geneva, the 
speaker went on. Mr. Root there 
stated his argument that “there 
could be no embarrassment in con- 
nection with a dispute to which the 
United States was a party, inasmuch 
as such a dispute could not be sub- 
mitted to the court without the con- 
sent of the United States."’ 

Concerning disputes in which’ the 
United States might have or claim an 
interest, Mr. Cravath said, Mr. Root 
proposed the following formula: In 
any such case the council may in- 
vite an exchange of views with the 
United States and give that country 
and others notice of a time limit for 
receiving a statement concerning 
such dispute. 


Status if We Claim Interest. 


If, within the time limit, the 
United States claims an interest and 
withholds its consent, all proceedings 
are stayed to permit an exchange of 
views between the United States and 
the “proponents of the request.’’ If, 
thereafter, no agreement is reached 
as to whether the question does 
touch an interest of the United 
States, and if the United States will 
not forego its objection, ‘‘then it 
shall be deemed that owing to a 
material difference of view regard- 
ing the proper scope of the practice 
of requesting advisory opinions the 
arrangement now agreed upon is not 
yielding satisfactory results; and

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LABOR TAKES OFFICE. 


Prime Minister BALDWIN has done 
the handsome thing, and also the 
public-spirited thing, in resigning 
to make way for Mr. MACDONALD. 
The government might have clung 
to office and faced the new. House 
ef Commons on the chance of pick- 
ing up enough Liberal votes to carry 
on for a time, but the end would 
have come sooner or later. Mr. 
BALDWIN rejected the advice of Sir 
AUSTEN CHAMBERLAIN and others 
not to resign until he was turned out, 
and has characteristically cut the 
knot early. Personally, he has shown 
many signs of being tired of the 
eares of office. Only a few days 
ago, when he was out in his beloved 
Worcestershire enjoying the country, 
he plaintively said that he almost 
wished he might never see No. 
10 Downing Street again. Well, Mr. 
RAMSAY MACDONALD is to have the 
tenancy of that famous dwelling. 

It is evident that Mr. BALDWIN’S 
sportsmanlike motive, responding to 
the general attitude of the British 
public, is to give the Labor party a 
fair chance. Mr. MACDONALD will 
have time to form his Cabinet be- 
fore meeting the new Parliament on 
June 25. After the members are 
sworn in, and after the King’s 
speech has been read and briefly 
debated, it is probable that Parlia- 
ment will be prorogued for a time, 
until the Labor government has set- 
tled down to work. Already, Mr. 
MACDONALD has struck a popular 
chord by declaring that he will do 
everything in his power to prevent 
the necessity of another general elec- 
tion within the next two years. 
Neither party wants one, and cer- 
tainly the public does not, so that 
no countenance would be given to a 
speedy attempt to form a combina- 
tion between the Liberals and the 








Conservatives in the House of Com- | 


mons to vote want of confidence in 
the Labor government. Mr. LLoypD 
GEORGE has repeatedly vowed that 
he would never again vote to put 
the Labor party in office. But he 
might consistently refrain from vot- 
ing to put it out of office once in. 
That would be in line with what 
seems to % the prevailing English 
sentiment in favor of granting Mr. 
MACDONALD time and opportunity to 
show what he proposes and what he 
can do. 

On this score there is a distinct 
lack of apprehension in England, It 
is true that WINSTON CHURCHILL 
painted a dark picture of what it 
would be if they woke up to find a 
Socialist government in power. But 
this terrified nobody, not even Mr. 
CHURCHILL himself. The reason is 
that everybody understands the 
great gulf which is fixed between 
the British Labor party and the 
Russian Communists. The two are, 
in fact, at deadly enmity. RAMSAY 
MACDONALD has fought the Com- 
munists in England with great 
vigor. The one Communist member 
of Parliament was defeated at the 
last election by a Labor candidate. 
The Labor party has become a sort 
of general refuge for many in Eng- 
land who grew disgusted with the 
other parties, who vaguely long for 
a change, who want to see many 
political and social experiments 
tried, but who are as far as possible 
from being raging agitators, and 
who do not even accept the whole 
body of moderate Socialist doctrine. 

These adherents it will be neces-’ 





sary for Mr. MACDONALD to have 
always in mind. They will exercise 
a restraining influence. Nor can he 
forget that his government is, after 
all, a minority government and will 
be able to maintain itself only by a 
course of action that does not offend 
or shock public opinion. It is be- 
cause all this is well understood by 
sensible English people, including 
business men and financiers, that 
they expect the change of govern- 
ment to take place without any- 
thing approaching a cataclysm. 





REPARATIONS AT VERSAILLES. 

Ten years after the signing of the 
Treaty of Versailles the most bitterly 
contested and criticized clause in 
that belabored document receives a 
final disposal. It is a settlement 
effected in conference between vic- 
tors and vanquished, and is generally 
hailed as combining fairness to both 
sides with practical common sense. 


to say, in the familiar phrase, that 
here is one more “madness” of 
Versailles that has yielded to the 
combined effects of sober second 


thought and experience. We have at 
last escaped out of war-psychosis. 

Many mistakes and a few mad 
things were done at Versailles, but 
their number and the cegree of their 
insanity have been overestimated. 
Reparations afford an instance. The 
Young annuities as now agreed upon 
at Paris are estimated to have a 
“present value" of about $9,000,- 
000,000. As against this sum, how 
much was it that the madmen at 
Versailles asked? The answer 1S 
that the demands at Versailles, not 
as talked about or as laid down in 
memoranda, but as embodied in the 
treaty of peace, were about $15,000,- 
000,000. The difference is consider- 
able, but it is not enough to justify 
the “ stupendous ” and “ incredible” 
sums popularly associated with the 
allied claims. 

The Treaty of Versailles does not, 
in fact, mention the total of repara- 
tions. That was to be determined 
before May 1, 1921, by the Repara- 
tions Commission. The treaty calls 
for an immediate German issue of 
twenty billion gold bonds, a further 
issue of forty billions between 1921 
and 1926, and the pledge of an addi- 
tional forty billions to be issued at 
the discretion of the Reparations 
Commission. These were the famous 
A, B and C bonds, of a nominal 
value of $25,000,000,000. But con- 
cerning the C bonds, or two-fifths 
the sum, there was from the first no 
illusion anywhere. Even the lan- 
guage of the treaty suggests that it 
is ‘“‘ stage”’ money. The highest sum 
contemplated at Versailles was fif- 
teen billion dollars. The Young set- 
tlement calls for nine billions, after 
Germany has already paid about 
three billions. In speaking to their 
publics the statesmen at Versailles 
often went mad, as when LLOYD 
GEORGE promised to fine the Ger- 
mans $120,000,000,000. The sum 
they practically wrote in the treaty 
was only about 25 per cent higher 
than the experts find just and 
feasible today. 





THE SIXTH AVENUE ELEVATED. 

If anybody wants to buy an old 
elevated railroad, with all the fix- 
ings, now is the time for him to 
come forward. Borough President 
MILLER is all set to sell the Sixth 
Avenue line. The law is ready at his 
hand. It was passed in 1924 for just 
such an emergency. It allows the 
city to condemn the railroad, assess- 
ing the cost on the property bene- 
fited by its removal. As soon as the 
city takes title the Commissioners of 
the Sinking Fund are to “ cause said 
“ elevated railroad structure, tracks, 
“ stations, platforms, stairways and 
“appurtenances to be offered for 
“sale at public auction, notice of 
“which shall be published in the 
“City Record for ten consecutive 
“days.” If no one is prepared to 
grasp at this unusual bargain, the 
Borough President is authorized to 


take possession of said elevated 
railroad structure, tracks, stations, 
platforms and appurtenances as 


above and “ remove the same.” 

The old elevated is admittedly an 
eyesore, It hampers street traffic. 
It deprives people who live under it 
of light and air and makes their life 
a bedlam with noise. It is an anti- 
quated means of transportation. 
Some day it ought to be demolished. 


If the property owners are willing | 


to bear the burden of the undertak- 
ing, all the better. That would be 
in line with the theory of making 
benefited property pay at least part 
of the cost of improved rapid transit 
facilities. 

Is the time ripe for this move? 
Mr. MILLER seems to think that the 
people who now use the “ L.” will find 
room in the new Eighth Avenue sub- 
way or in some of the existing west

FLUCTUATIONS IN WHEAT. 


Recovery in the price of wheat, 
since it touched at Chicago last Fri- 
day the extraordinarily low price of 
931, cents per bushel, has been so 
rapid as to cause confusion in the 
whole grain-market situation. The 
Chicago market itself seemed able 
to discover no reason for the re- 
versal of movement except that 
President HOOVER, or Congress, or 
the Governors of the States, or some 
other unassigned deus ex machina, 
were ahout to disclose a new plan 
to remove all the grain trade's dif- 
ficulties. But industrial and agricul- 
tural problems are not solved by 
overnight inspiration. 

For this week's rise of wheat, the 
market's own recent course is suffi- 
cient explanation. Not only was Fri- 
day’s 93',-cent price for May de- 
livery very much the lowest reached 
for either cash or contract wheat 
since 1915, but it represented a con- 
tinuous decline of 13 cents a bushel 
since the middle of May, of 21 cents 
within the month, and of 40 cents 
since last Winter. There had been 
no parallel in recent years to so 
rapid and sweeping a fall in value 
except in 1925, when an extrava- 
gant speculation for the rise broke 
down; in 1920, when the government 
was about to withdraw its “ guaran- 
teed price"; in 1916, when unex- 
pected rumors of appeal for peace 
by Germany came on a grain mar- 
ket whose prices had been “ dis- 
counting " indefinite “war demand” 
by Europe, and in 1915, when the 
market's calculations were upset by 
the season's billion-bushel American 
harvest. 

All those declines, moreover, oc- 
curred when wheat had been selling 
at abnormal heights; this year's 
highest price was much below that 
of other recent seasons. The grain 
market had been holding back wheat 
in the hope that last Autumn’s 10 
per cent cut in acreage would in- 
sure a smaller American yield in 
i929 and that, somehow or other, 
the Senate's “ debenture plan " would 
make it sell for more than the nor- 
mal price. When it turned out that 
the new crop, on the smaller acre- 
age, was actually promising a 
greater total yield than a year ago 
and that Congress was deadlocked 
on “debentures,” severe readjust- 
ment was inevitable. When, in addi- 
tion, it was discovered that, through 
keeping our own wheat prices above 
the European market, we had ar- 
rested exports and turned foreig 
consumers to other producing coun- 
tries, something of consternation 
followed. If the fall in prices went 
too far under the momentum of 
frightened “ liquidation,” that is what 
usually happens on such occasions. 

The real problem is not yet solved. 
Even after yesterday's recovery, 
prices are 30 to 40 cents a bushel 
below what wheat has commanded 
at this time in recent years. The 
question still remains of an unsold 
surplus, at the season's end, prob- 
ably 75,000,000 bushels greater than 
a year ago. The rapid lowering of 
prices will itself undoubtedly prove 
to have restored our export trade as 
legislation could not have regained 
it, and the weather in the grain belt 
between now and next November 
will have much to with deter- 
mining relations of supply and de- 
mand for the of 1929.

A RICH PHARMACIST. 


The old fox escaped with most of 
his brush, but he lost just a bit of 
it and now he loses a little larger 
bit. On Oct. 17, 1927, Harry F. 
SINCLAIR and ALBERT B. FALL were 
put on trial in the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia, charged 
with conspiracy to defraud the 
United States in the Teapot Dome 
naval oil lease. By noon the next 
day a jury of ten men and two 
women was selected and sworn. 
It was not locked up. Neither side 
asked that it should be. At 3:30, 
SINCLAIR, applying his business 
methods to justice, handed to his 
henchman Day little biographies of 
the jurors, thoughtfully prepared by 
counsel before the trial began, and 
instructed him to order from a 
detective agency a sufficient force 
of agents to “ shadow” them. 

By Oct. 19, fifteen of these imple- 
ments of injured innocence were at 
work in Washington. Every juror 


except FLORA, “the  bull-headed 
man,” was kept under surveillance 
outside the court room, in some 


cases till as late as 3 A. M. Daily 
reports—in one case a false report 
were submitted. On Oct. 24 most of 
the trackers were sent home. The 
scent of three jurors was thought hot. 
SINCLAIR'S psychologist pronounced 
them weak. The mortgages on the 
house of one were looked up. Such 
is SINCLAIR'S beneficent disposition. 
On Nov. 2, the jury, which had been 
respited from day to day, was dis- 
charged and a mistrial entered. One 
juror was charged with improper 
conduct. It was shown that the 
Sinclair-Day searchers for truth had 
been carrying on “a close, intimate, 
“ objectionable and improper surveil- 
“lance and investigation” of the 
jurors and their relatives, neighbors 
and friends. 

Tried for contempt of court, SIN- 
CLAIR and Day were found guilty and 
sentenced to six and four months 
respectively in jail. One of the 
detective agency heads was fined 
and the other sentenced to fifteen 
days’ imprisonment. The Supreme 
Court has reaffirmed the conviction 
and the sentence, except as to one of 
the detective bosses, whose sentence 
was quashed. The responsibility of 
these persons was minor. The real 
guilt for a sinister attempt rests 
with SINCLAIR, of whose high moral 
system DAY was but too ready an 


assimilator. He is justly punished. 
His inspirer, the intended benefi- 
ciary, is sharply reminded again 


that, even with the best of talent 
and the fattest purse, one may fail 
in his ancillary operations, though 
he goes unwhipped of justice in the 
main ones. 

This decision of the Supreme Court 
has a scope and value far tran- 
scending the case of the man who 
has had to give up conspiring and 
take up the employment of com- 
pounding medicines in the District 
jail.

SYRIA'S UNHAPPY MANDATE. 


The statesmen who devised the 
“mandate” system by which Euro- 
pean nations control “ backward” 
regions under the auspices of the 
League of Nations were doubtless 
aware of the burdens which would 
rest on the governments exercising 
the mandates. But it is doubtful if 
any of them—least of all the French 

realized the nature of this burden 
in the case of the French mandated 
area of Syria. From the beginning 
the French had to face hatred and 


revolt. They found it necessary to 
‘maintain troops in considerable 
numbers. 

In view of their ten years of 


trouble in Syria it is interesting to 
learn from an English source that 
there is at last hope of peace and 
ultimate cooperation. Writing in 
The London Times, Captain HAROLD 
ARMSTRONG, formerly of the Com- 
mission for the Assessment of Dam- 
age Suffered in Turkey, tells of 
repeated journeys through Syria in 
recent years, and recounts the diffi- 
culties which the French have met. 
They are in part to blame for their 
own troubles. The use of Senegalese 
and other black troops was not cal- 
culated to still racial animosities. 
Nor have the French officials sent 
out always been wise or sympa- 
thetic. General GoURAUD and his 
officers, who organized the military 
government, were inclined to look 
on Syria as conquered territory. 
General WEYGAND, who succeeded 
him, helped to restore a measure of 
the friendship which his predeces- 
sor had lost. But General SARRAIL, 
who came next, alienated so many 
groups and roused such bitter hatred 
that open war became inevitable. 
The bombardmont of Damascus by 
the French did not improve their 
position. 

In the last three years the gov- 
ernment has been under a civilian, 
M. HENRI PONSOT. His task has 
been to endeavor to win over the 
various racial and religious elements 
im Syria to a degree of cooperation. 
But it has been virtually impossible, 
to date, to bring them together in 
an effective union. The military 
policy of the French injured com- 
merce. The country was devastated 
when they entered it. It is impov- 
erished today. But Captain ARM- 
STRONG sees a growing realization 
on the part of the Syrians that they 
need outside help and that France 
is in the best position to give it. 
Fortunately, M. PONSOT has the 
good-will of the various factions, 
and is himself unhampered by politi- 
cal dictation at home. 

With characteristic logic, the 
French Government established in 
Paris during the period of France's 
overseas territorial expansion an 
Institute of Colonial Government. 
Many of its graduates have ren- 
dered useful service in Indo-China 
and elsewhere. The motto of this 
institute, designed primarily with a 


view to the government of subject | 


peoples, might have been profitably 
taken to heart by some of the 
French military men who were in 
Syria before M. PoONSOT. It reads: 
“Know, understand, watch, love.” 
According to the reports of visitors 
in recent years, the emphasis has 
been on watching. This is not alto- 
gether the fault of the French, how- 
ever, as the situation which they 
took over was Romee with danger- 
ous complications. But they seem 
to be making headway.

tions made to the tariff bill passed 
by the House of Representatives. It 
is a formidable list, coming from all 
parts of the country; and it is said 
to have convinced the President that 
the bill is unpopular and must be 
radically altered by the Senate. 

Senators will have a word to say 
about that. Meanwhile, most of the 
complaints made must sound strange 
in the ears of old-fashioned protec- 
tionists. It is said that the bill is 
stuffed with special favors, but what 
is a tariff for unless for that very 
thing? Tariff bills have always been 
put together under pressure from 
selfish interests, so that this sudden 
outcry naturally causes surprise and 
gives pain to the old hands at the 
protectionist business. 

Furthermore, they may say that 
the public ought to remember not 
only what has been done by the 
framers of the new tariff, but what 
they resisted. They refuse to limit 
the amount of sugar that can be 
imported free from the Philippines. 
And though they yielded in the mat- 
ter of placing a tariff tax on lumber 
and shingles, they herol!cally declined 
to put a duty on ‘‘fence posts.’’ This 
was ostensibly for the benefit of the 
farmer, but it may be suspected also 
that politicians are not forgotten who 
so often have to go back home to 
‘‘mend their fences."’

Mrs. Macomber Exp'ains Rise of 
Opposition to the Brookiyn Site. DISREGARD FOR LA 
To the Editor of The New York Times 





It is cheering to have THe TIMES 
interested in our struggle for a play 
park here in Brooklyn, where we see 
crowds of little children, averaging 
about 8 years of age, roaming the 
streets in search of adventure. 1 
have seen as many as twenty in one 
group. If a playground is not need- 
ed here, then there was never a play- 
ground needed anywhere. 

Since every pretext for opposition 
is used by those who have no sym- 
pathy with the playground idea, they 
are now declaring that the new sub- 
way which is being started on Ful- 
ton Street needs much space for 
storage of supplies, and that it has 
obtained from the city the right to 
utilize part of this site for the pur- 
pose. Apparently most of our com- 
mercial interests consider everything 
of more importance than play space 
for children. There is no reason why 
the subway construction company 
should be permitted to spread all 
over this location during the years 
of building. 

A large part of the space ought to 
be prepared immediately, if only in 
a makeshift way, for the accommo- 
dation of these roaming children, 
and their training under expert su- 
pervision. A flooring space could be 
built on the grounds under the trees. 
with storage space for jumping 
ropes and other play materials, a 
few swings put up, and such simple 
equipment could be procured inex- 
pensively. I have always remem- 
bered with envy a playground in 
Hartford, Conn., where the swings 
were hung under the trees. The pro- 
posed landscaping, which would 
make the site a very beautiful one, 
would involve evening the terraces, 
building an administration house two 
stories high on one side and one 
story high on the other to join the 
high and low parts of the site, but 
this might be postponed until after 
the subway is finished, if it is im- 
possible for both improvements to 
proceed at once. 

We are anxiously awaiting the de- 
cision of the Board of Estimate next 
Thursday, when we hope the Con- 
troller’s amended report will be sub- 
mitted recommending the retention 
of the playground site, and its imme- 
diate use as far as that is possible. 
The fact that the board postponed ac- 
tion for two weeks, when it was con- 
sidering merely ratifying the act of 
its own body in Committee of the 
Whole, caused us to rejoice. We hope 
the board will keep in mind these 
bands of roaming children, who are 
likely to stumble into hidden pitfalls 
and receive permanent injury to body 
or character. I know one child who 
has been in the hospital twice on 
account of injuries received while 
playing in traffic. 

The main cause of the opposition 
is complete misunderstanding of 
what a playground site should be 
and the value of playground super- 
vision on child character. 

Real estate agents can appraise 
property, but they are not thereby 
qualified to appraise a playground 
site. In this lies the foundation of 
the opposition. Without knowledge 
of the playground movement, or, in 
most cases, of any actual play- 
grounds, certain rea] estate men de- 
cided the site was not satisfactory 
to them. They capitalized their in- 
fluence to spread prejudice among | 
property owners in the district, who 
passed it on to their tenants. They 
have even paid a man to visit the, 
homes and create opposition among 
the indifferent. This has been hard | 
to overcome, but it has been done 
to a large extent. They have tried 
to insist that all support for the 
Playground be drawn from the as- 
sessed area. At the same time, the 
opposition went out of the district 
to get a Senator to introduce a bill 


which would permit the site to be 
sold. 

After all sorts of experts have ap- 
proved the site, we believe that the 
city will not allow this artificially 
created prejudice to influence it. 
Next Thursday, we feel reasonably 
sure, the Board of Estimate will 
have thrashed out this question 
thoroughly and so decide to save this

A new system of conducting radio 
programs from a receiving centre to

The operator of the device 
plugged into a lamp socket in the 
elevator for his power and succes- 
sively tuned in five New York sta- 
tions, whose impulses were circulat- 
ing in the steel girders.

son Company here today. 

The downward rate revision is ab- 
sorbing the attention of the 10,000 
delegates to the National Electric 


was 


| Light Association convention at the! 


| City Auditorium here. Mr. Ransom 

made the first official reference to 
the subject, but conversation with 
leaders in the industry indicates that 
this is universally regarded as per- 
haps the paramount issue in the in- 
dustry today. 

Mr. Ransom stressed the growing 
'consciousness of the public with re- 
gard to rate strurctures and their 
| limitations. He made it plain that he 
| spoke of future reductions not in the 
manner of political propaganda. 
What he wished to convey; he said, 
had no relation whatsoever to the 
talk of ‘‘demagogues who dangle be- 
fore voters the promise of cheapness 
for its own sake, and who seldom 
have an effect on the reductions 
which do come about, but rather ob- 
struct them.”’ 


The issue which he did raise, he 
maintained, was the most important 
rate problem confronting the _ in- 
dustry. 


Mr. Ransom summarized his views 
as follows: 

1. Existing rates do not yield ex- 
cessive revenues. 

2. Many potential uses of electric- 
ity are excluded to the householder 
under existing rates. 
| 3. The companies could well afford 
to supply full-use customers at rates 
which these customers could pay. 

4. If the present rate structure 
makes a home owner pay an aver- 
age of 6 or 7 cents a kilowatt-hour 
for a relatively small quantity of 
energy, whereas he would be glad to 
for 


use a much larger quantity 
a variety of labor-saving uses, for 
which he could afford to pay an 


average of 3 cents, the rate schedule 


must be seriously at fault, provided 
the company could well afford to 
supply him the larger quantity of 


energy at the price he could afford 
to pay. 

5. The chief cause is the form of 
rate under which full-use customers 
have to make good the heavy defi- 
ciency incurred in serving many 
casual customers who wish electric 
service continually available, but 
do not wish to use it in regular or 
substantial quantities throughout 
the year. 

Preston S. Arkwright of the 
Georgia Power Company, retiring 
president, reviewed the progress of 
the industry during the past year, 
which he declared had been highly 
encouraging. From 
of morale, as well as the physical 
standpoint, he said that no year in 
the history of electricity had been 
better. He characterized the ‘‘weath- 
ering of the assault of those who 


would nationalize the industry’ as 
the outstanding accomplishment of 
‘the year. 


Paul S. Clapp, managing director 
of the association, said the average 
family had consumed 459 kilowatt- 
hours during the year, at an average 
cost of $30.10. He referred to the 
Federal Trade Commission investiga- 
tion of alleged propaganda activities 
of the association, which he said had 
been aided by the association in 
every way possible so far as the ob- 
taining of facts was concerned. 

The report of J. F. Owens of the 
Oklahoma Gas and Electric Com- 
pany, chairman of the public rela- 
tions national section of the associa- 
tion, dealt largely with the Federal 
trade investigation and with press 
attacks which have been made on 
the issue. Mr. Owens said that his 
only answer to criticism which has

been made would be the account of 
his stewardship as chairman. 

More and better educational activ- 
ity among the schools and .colleges 
was the plan of the association for 
the future, he said, far as the 
association could influence the oper- 
ating companies which are members 
of it. He stated that certain changes 
in method might be made, but in 
sisted that the principle of making 
the facts about the industry avail- 
able for the use of educators was 
‘tabove legitimate criticism.”’

Until he corrected this method of doing 
business every dollar’s gain in volume was

A drug wholesaler tried to increase sales by 
sending his salesmen to his customers twice 
a week and telephoning them daily between 
times for small orders.

Report of Government Fund to 
Help Crop Marketing Starts 
Rally in Last Hour. 











WEST BUYS HEAVILY HERE 





Turnover in the Closing Period Sur- 
passes Business for Any Recent 
Full Session. 





Reports from Washington that the 
administration planned a fund of 
$200,000,000 to assist in crop market- 
ing, which caused another rise of 5 
cents a bushel in wheat also caused 
a sympathetic advance of half a cent 


in cotton prices yesterday. After, 


losing half of Monday's improve- 
ment in the morning on reports of 
better weather in the South, the 
farm-relief news caused a general 
buying movement in the last hour 
which carried December and later 
deliveries on the Cotton Exchange 
above 19 cents, making a net gain 
of 28 to 36 points at the close. 

A succession of large buying or- 
ders, emanating from Western sour- 
ces, called for a larger quantity of 
contracts than the market could 
readily supply, and July gained 70 
points in two days. In an hour, 
more cotton changed hands than 
during any single session in several 
weeks, and the sharp advance 
occurred without meeting any sub- 
stantial supply of contracts. 

With wheat holding around pre- 
vious closing levels and with less 
rain in the cotton belt than for ten 
days, prices eased $1 a bale during 
the morning under extremely quiet 
trading conditions which lasted 
about four hours. July liquidation, 
which had been interrupted on the 
previous day, was resumed, the price 
dropping below 1844 cents. When the 
Washington dispatch appeared, the 
effort of professional operators to 
reduce obligations disclosed a limited 
supply of contracts, and when wire 
houses poured in a stream of orders, 
all appeared on the one side, with 
extremely few selling limits. Brokers 
who had been most active during 
the recent selling movement in wheat 
became the heaviest buyers and 
blocks of 5,000 bales of October were 
taken at steadily advancing quota- 
tions. Prices in New Orleans not only 
rose with New York but July there

Transformation of Randall's, 
Ward's and Welfare Is 
Urged by City Club. 





TERMED IDEAL FOR PLAY 





Central 
Present Uses by City, Bulletin 


Locations Too Valuable for 


Declares. 





Conversion of Randall's, Ward's 
and Welfare Islands into parks and 
playgrounds is urged on the State 
and city governments by the City 
Club in its current bulletin, issued 
yesterday. The club also suggests 
that the naval air station be with- 
drawn from Jacob Riis Park at 
Neponset and that the area be de- 
veloped as a park. A hearing on 
this project will be heid before the 
Sinking Fund Commission today. 

“The city owns three large and 
centrally located islands in the East 


River,’’ the bulletin reads. ‘‘These 

islands, Blackwell's, now called Wel- 

Tare; Ward's and Randall's, comprise 

approximately 500 acres. It has long 

been the practice to parcel these out 
among the departments requiring 
space for institutions. 

‘They all belong to the Borough 
of Manhattan. The total park area 
of Manhattan is only 12.8 per cent 
of its total area. Considering the 
density of its population, Manhattan 
is in the greatest need of all the 
boroughs for new park space. 

“It so happens that many of the 
buildings on these islands are so old 
and dilapidated as to be almost unfit 
for use. Before very long these will 
need to be replaced.- When the pres- 
ent buildings were erected, forty and 
fifty years o, the islands were re- 
mote from the populous regions of 
the city and the land was of little 
value. Today Blackwell's Island is 
very close to the exact centre of the 
population of the city. Space there 
and on the near-by islands is much 
too valuable to devote to the uses 
now being made of it. The Tribor- 
ough Bridge or some equivalent will 
soon make Ward's and Randall's is- 
lands equally accessible. 

“Islands make ideal parks. Parks 
on the mainland are criss-crossed 
with busy boulevards, which menace 
children's play and even the circula- 
tion of adult pedestrians. Witness 
the dense speeding in Central and 
Prospect parks today. An island park 
is quieter than a mainland park can 
ever be.’’ 

The bulletin commends the city ad- 
ministration for the steps taken with- 
in the last three or four years to ac- 
quire new tracts of land for city 
parks. It adds that more parks are 
needed and urges the support of civic 
organizations and citizens for a con- 
tinuance of the park and playground 
program. 

The bulletin gives a comparison of 
the percentage of park area to total 
— in several large cities, as fol- 
ows: 

New York, 5.5; Chicago, 3.5; Phila- 
Gelphia, 8.2; St. Louis, 7.4; Boston, 
11.6; Washington, 14.5; London 
(county), 9; Paris, 26; Berlin, 7. 


NEW DWELLINGS SUIT FILED. 


Architect Goes to Court When City 
Refuses Right to Enter Plans. 


With the suit brought by Earnest 


N. Adler of 400 East Ninety-third 
Street to test the constitutionality 
of the multiple dwelling law ad- 
journed until June 11 for hearing, 
another test action was instituted 
vesterday by Oscar Goldschlag, archi- 
tect, in which papers were served on 
Tenement House Commissioner Dee- 
gan. 

Mr. Goldschlag says he has been 
an architect for fifteen years and 
recently the Tenement House Depart- 
ment denied him the right to file 
plans. Under the new law none but 
registered architects are allowed to 
file plans. Mr. Goldschlag applied 
to the State courts for an order re- 
quiring Commissioner Deegan to ac- 
cept his plans for a six-story mul- 
tiple dwelling containing sixty-three 
apartments at Second Avenue and 
Ninety-third Street. He says the law 
is unconstitutional because it was not 
enacted under an emergency call 
from the Governor and that it did 
not pgss either of the two legislative 
branches by a two-thirds majority.
